BRIEF  HISTORY 

Of  Zion  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 

In  Maumee  and  Adjoining  Townships,  Allen  County,  Indiana. 

The  first  German  settler  in  this  community  was  Mr.  Otto  Knoblauch  with 
his  family.  He  purchased  a  two  hundred  acre  tract  of  land  near  the  Jackson 
Township  line  in  1882,  and  joined  St.  Paul's  Lutheran  Church  at  Gar  Creek. 

During  the  next  two  years  five  families:  Peter  Vonderau,  Henry  Scheppelman, 
Ferdinand  Ruehman,  William  Deister,  and  August  Brenneke  bought  land  here 
and  settled  down  in  Maumee  Township.  During  the  years  1885-1886  no  new 
German  settlers  came.  However,  in  1887,  the  Henry  Woebbeking  family  settled 
here,  coming  from  the  well  organized  congregation  at  Friedheim,  Indiana.  This 
family  felt  the  lack  of  a  Lutheran  congregation  very  keenly  in  this  *new  locality. 
Mr.  Woebbeking  spent  much  time  and  effort  to  establish  a  Lutheran  congrega- 
tion here  after  the  pattern  of  the  Friedheim  congregation.  He  invited  all  the 
German  settlers  to  come  to  his  house  on  Sunday  mornings  or  to  a  nearby  public 
school  house  for  divine  reading  services.  He  also  urged  Reverend  A.  Schupman 
of  Gar  Creek  to  serve  them  occasionally  on  Sunday  afternoons  and  administer 
the  Holy  Sacrements  among  them  according  to  the  Lutheran  confession. 

Meanwhile,  other  families  of  German  extraction  came  into  this  community 
as  Henry  Lageman,  Henry  Feusse  and  others.  The  church  records  show  that  the 
first  communion  services  were  held  in  Mr.  Lageman's  home  on  March  25,  1888. 
Soon  after  this,  following  a  divine  service,  a  well  prepared  constitution  was  laid 
before  the  assembly  and  adopted.  Those  who  signed  the  consitution  at  this 
meeting  were:  Henry  Woebbeking,  Sr.,  H.  Lagmann,  Peter  Vonderau,  W.  Graebe- 
meyer,  O.  Knoblauch,  W.  Deister,  H.  Feusse,  Aug.  Brenneke,  H.  Brenneke,  H. 
Koch,  H.  Grothaus,  H.  Busche,  and  F.  Ruehmann. 

During  the  ensuing  years  many  more  German  families  moved  here  and  all 
took  an  active  part  in  the  affairs  of  the  newly  organized  congregation.  The 
names  of  these  families  were:  Fred  Fuelling,  Chris.  Schaper,  Heinrich  Keller, 
Dietrich  Rekeweg,  Henry  Kellermeier,  Christ.  Stoppenhagen,  Wm.  Decker,  Fred 
Roesener,  Henry  Waltke,  Edward  Heckman,  George  Lepper,  Conrad  Roemke, 
Wm.  Roemke,  Ernst  Doehrman,  Conrad  Fahlsing,  Conrad  Nagel,  Henry  Hoppe, 
Ernst  Hohmeyer,  John  Korte,  George  Armbruster,  Fred  Hirsch,  Wm.  Kammeyer 
and  others. 

Soon  after  the  organization  of  Zion  Congregation,  a  5  acre  tract  of  land  was 
purchased  from  Mr.  Andrew  Little  and  the  building  of  a  log  cabin  church  and 
schoolhouse  was  undertaken  and  successfully  carried  out.  Pastor  Schupman 
served  the  congregation  until  November  3,  1889,  when  the  first  resident  pastor 
was  installed,  Rev.  F.  H.  Eickhoff.  The  congregation  had  by  this  time  been 
well  organized,  was  incorporated,  and  had  joined  the  Missouri  Synod.  The 
parochial  school  also  was  established  and  was  conducted  by  student  F.  W. 
Daberkow. 

Zion  congregation  has  been  served  by  five  resident  pastors: 

Rev.  F.  H.  Eickhoff  served  them  from  November  3,  1889,  to  April  10,  1892. 

Rev.  W.  C.  Meinzen,  May  29,  1893,  to  August  1,  1900. 

Rev.  Wm.  Heine,  November  1,  1900,  to  August  10,  1905. 

Rev.  Wm.  Georgi,  November  1,  1905,  to  January  19,  1925. 

The  present  incumbant,  Rev.  H.  J.  Reinking  since  August  1,  1926. 

In  addition  to  their  ministerial  work  all  of  the  pastors  taught  school,  some 
of  them  only  part  time.  During  the  vacancy  which  occurred  after  Rev.  Wm. 
Heine's  departure,  the  school  was  conducted  by  student  Fred  Wambsganss  for  a 
few  weeks.  From  September  15,  1920,  Mr.  Theodor  Scheiwe  conducted  the  school 
until  April  1,  1926.  Before  this  time  the  present  incumbent,  Mr.  Adolf  Weber 
taught  one  term  and  has  taught  various  terms  since  then.  Also  other  students 
and  candidates  have  taught  here.  Their  names  are  Mr.  Walter  Goetsch,  Mr. 
Bernard  Dammeier,  Mr.  Edgar  Meyer,  and  Mr.  Arnold  Stoppenhagen. 
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
